ART AND THE CITY. 

‘rom the Art News. 

HE city of St. Louis has recenily been 

in mild turmoil over the relative value 
of art and paving. It is the contention of 
Mr. Louis Nolte, Comptroller of St. Lous, 
that too large a percentage of the city's 
taxes is given to the museum and that the 
need of paving and other “civic improve- 
ments” is greater than that for art.

The city of St. Louis is at present en- 
gaged in an extensive advertising campaign. 
Billboards and newspapers throughout the 
country proclaim the wealth of the indus- 
trial territory, and itr commercial] advan- 
tages. It is good Rotarian propaganda and 
may well attract business to the city Navr- 
urally if it is to act as host the city shoula 
be well paved. 

But an advertising campaign which over- 
looks one of St. Louis’ most important 
claims to greatness is stupidly shortsightea. 
We venture to assert that more persons of 
the type that the city would be proud to 
interest know of it because of the great art 
collections of Mr. Faust, Mr. Ballard and 
the museum than because of its miles of 
paved streets. 

Paving is not an uncommon feature of 
our greater cities and a mile of concrete 
or asphalt in St. Louis is not greatly differ- 
ent from a mile in Boston, Philadelphia or 
New York. One does not travel half way 
across the country to see city streets, but

tances to see the art collections. 

As a purely business asset the possession 
by a city of a great art collection is of 
enormous value. It attracts desirable vis?- 
tors and promotes international fame. To 
form such a collection requires more than 
ample funds. Taste, judgment and courage 
are necessary. St Louis is fortunate in its 
museum director, Mr. Sherer. who has done 
splendid’ work in bullding up a fine colleo- 
tion. The latest addition, that of an El 
Greco portrait purchased from Wildenstein 
& Co., is but an example of his wisdom tn 
selecting only important works for the mu- 
seum. A museum is known by its master- 
pleces, not by a multitude of minor works 
of art, and further, it is only by means of 
really great examples that an appreciation 
of aft can be aroused, 

Today fine paintings are scarce and cost- 
ly and the problems presented in forming 
an important collection are extremely dir- 
ficult. But there can be no serious ques- 
tion that such a collection {s worth far 
more to a city than the money involved 
We belleve that were the city of St. Lou!s 
to double its museum appropriation it 
would accomplish more toward an attain- 
ment of internationa]. prominente than by 
spending ten times that sum for paving 
and “improvements.”

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CONDUCTOR GOOSSENS 
PROVES FINE LEADER 


Makes Splendid Impression on 
First Appearance With Sym- 
phony Orchestra.

ductor of the st. Louis Sym- 

phony Orchestra, Mr.. Eugene 
Goossens declined an easy triumph 
and addressed himself directly to 
the hypothetical adults in his au- 
dience. There was not a single 
boob-bumper or-catch-all in his 
whole program and his chief num- 
ber, the Vaughn Williams “Pastor- 
al” symphony, might easily have 
become a monotonous, gray waste 
of half-obliterated contours if it 
had been submitted to a routine 
treatment. 

Whether such an assumption 
was too flattering to St. Louis is 
a bard matter to decide. The au- 
dience was cordial but had no 
trouble restraining itself. 

But noise begets noife in even 
morg sacred temples than the 
Odeén and it decides nothing in 
any case.
